Snowmobiling and other tradition¬ 
al Canadian activities were part of 
a five-day visit for 15 students from 
Miki Town, Japan recently. 

The students, along with three 
chaperones were in Didsbury from 
March 20 to 24 as part of a visit to 
Alberta that also included a trip to 
Calgary and the Alberta Rockies. 

The trips have been an annual 
event for Miki Town students since 
2005, when the Maple Exchange 
Program was initiated. 

Students were paired with 
Didsbury-area families and experi¬ 
enced traditional Canadian activi¬ 
ties. 

Kakeru Zota, aged 14, said he 
enjoyed his visit, getting the oppor¬ 
tunity to try snowmobiling. He also 
helped push a car that had slid off 
the side of the road due to slippery 
road conditions. 

“1 was surprised when the car 
crashed and we had to push the car," 
he said. 

Kathy Epp, who hosted Zota, said 
her family has hosted a Miki Town 
student two previous times and finds 
it extremely enjoyable. 

“It’s just like having another child 
in your family. They just blend in so 
well,” she said. 

Kaelyn Epp said he er\joys inter¬ 
acting with the students, and finds 
that they are like having another sib¬ 
ling. Because his family has hosted 
a Miki Town student in the past, the 
cultural differences get less over 
time. 

“It's pretty fun. You get more expe¬ 
rienced," he said. 


Lee Hammond and his family host¬ 
ed a Miki Town student for the 
eighth time. 

“For me, it’s a matter of having 
my children learn the cultures of 
another country and being able to 
take people for their face value. It's 
kind of interesting when you see the 
children get together - there’s no 
language barrier, they mesh well and 
they play just like any kids would. It 
doesn't matter where they’re from. 
It’s so nice to see,” he said. 

Hammond said he hopes more 
Didsbury families will get involved 
in the future. 

“It’s taken a long time to get it to 
where it is now and it would be a 
shame to let it fall by the wayside,” 
he said. 

Hannah Hammond, Lee’s daughter, 
said she finds it interesting to learn 
about other cultures. She went on an 
exchange to Japan in the past. 

“It was very interesting,” she said. 

Haruka Ido, who stayed with the 
Hammonds, visited Westglen School 
and tried snowboarding while she 
was in Didsbury. 

“It was difficult (but) I would try it 
again. It was interesting," she said, 
adding that learning more English 
was the best part of the trip. 

The best part of the experience 
“was just to learn about the Japanese 
culture and just having fun with the 
students that come here,” added 
Jonah Hammond. 

Students from Didsbury hope to 
travel to Miki Town next year. 

A separate twinning of Miki Town 
and Didsbury happened in 2009 
when municipal officials from Miki 
Town travelled to Didsbury to mark 
the partnership.

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Council agrees to give $500 to car club for show and shine

The Didsbury Car 
Club (DCC) has gotten 
some help in paying for 
promotional items that 
will be handed out at 
this year's show and 
shine on May 10. 

Town council agreed 
during the regular 
meeting on March 24 to 


give the club $500 from 
the town’s promotional 
budget to help pay for 
the handouts. 

The DCC intends to 
hand the items out to 
people who enter the 
show and shine and dis¬ 
play their cars, trucks 
and motorcycles. 

The DCC had gone 
to council’s committee 
of the whole meeting 


in early March asking 
for the town to give the 
club $1,500 towards the 
show and shine. 

But council decided 
that the request was 
too much, since it rep¬ 
resents three times the 
town’s entire 2014 pro¬ 
motional budget. 

While Coun. Joyce

it had been granted in 
previous years. 

They also asked for 
an extension of the clo¬ 
sure until 7 p.m. and 
that the road on 19 
Street between 20 and 
22 avenue be closed 
to conduct a “100-foot 
shootout." The DCC 
also asked for street 
cleaning to be conduct¬ 
ed prior to the show 
and shine, that organiz¬ 
ers have use of town 
garbage containers 
during the event and 
that recycling bins be 
provided to allow for 
recycling to take place 
at the event. 

Coun. Joyce McCoy, 
however, dissented 
from the majority vote. 

“My belief is that we 
need to take that part 
of our budget, promo¬ 
tional, and we need to 
plan as a council for 
the whole year, how 
are we going to best 
use this money and not 
just ad hoc, the first 
person that asks gets 
whatever they’re ask¬ 
ing (because) by the 
end of the year, we’re 
having to turn people 
away. Really, I think 
we should have had 
more information and 
a bigger look at our 
whole promotional 
plan before going for¬ 
ward,” she said in an 
interview following the 
meeting. 

“I’m not against giv¬ 
ing them money by any 
means. It’s more (hav¬ 
ing a) plan,” McCoy 
added. 

Gil Enns, president 
of the DCC, said in 
an interview that he 
wasn’t bothered by 
council’s decision and 
that the DCC would 
proceed with its con¬ 
tingency plan to ask 
businesses to contrib¬ 
ute to the promotional 
giveaway. 

“It won’t affect the 
way we operate at all,” 
he said. “Our biggest 
(request) from them 
was the street closures 
and extending it until 
later in the day. We 
were prepared that if 
they were only doing 
a portion of (funding) 
that there’s other busi¬ 
nesses that are going to 
(contribute),” he said. 

Enns said for many 
years the business com¬ 
munity and show and 
shine organizers had 
conflicting thoughts on 
the closure of 20 Street 
to conduct the event. 

When the event was 
later moved to the golf 
course, Enns said mer¬ 
chants still weren't 
on board because 
it took traffic away 
from downtown busi¬ 
nesses. But since it 
has returned to down¬ 
town in recent years, 
support from business 
people has grown. 

“Since then, we're 
slowly building up a 
relationship with all the 
merchants," he said.

Time for ticket 
changes 


Like Canadians every¬ 
where, Albertans of all 
ages love their cars 
and trucks, whether it’s 
for long summer road 
trips or for just driv¬ 
ing around town on a 
weekend afternoon or 
evening. 

Yet with more and 
more people calling 
Alberta home these 
days, there has been a 
corresponding increase 
in the number of traf¬ 
fic tickets handed out 
to speeders and other 
violators, both in urban 
and rural communities.

In fact, more than 
two million traffic tick¬ 
ets were issued in the 
province in 2013. And 
of all those tickets, less 
than half were paid by 
their due date, lead¬ 
ing in turn to required 
court appearances. 

The increased num¬ 
ber of drivers, coupled 
with a marked rise in 
use of technology such 
as photo radar and 
red light cameras, has 
really started to put 
pressure on Alberta’s 
court system, says 
Alberta Justice Minister 
Jonathan Denis. 

In an effort to address 
the court pressures cre¬ 
ated by all those speed¬ 
ing tickets, the province 
has launched a series of 
consultations aimed at 
finding long-term solu¬ 
tions. 

One of the possible 
solutions being consid¬ 
ered would see minor, 
non-Criminal Code 
driving offences taken 
out of the court system 


and placed in the hands 
of a system overseen by 
arfjudicators. 

Under such a sys¬ 
tem, violators would be 
subject to administra¬ 
tive penalties instead 
of criminal sanctions. 
It wouldn’t apply to 
impaired drivers, but 
would cover most 
speeders. 

Minister Denis says 
such a system would 
have the significant 
benefit of freeing up 
court resources for use 
against more serious 
criminals. 

“Judges, justices of 
the peace, the Alberta 
Crown Prosecution 
Service and the prov¬ 
ince’s police services 
would have increased 
capacity to focus on 
more serious criminal 
and family law mat¬ 
ters,” said Denis. 

“Courtrooms will be 
freed up to hear serious 
criminal matters, family 
law matters and other 
civil cases.” 

Over the past decade, 
resource pressures on 
the court system have 
led to longer and lon¬ 
ger wait times across 
the province, mean¬ 
ing accused persons, 
as well as witnesses, 
police officers and oth¬ 
ers are forced to endure 
ever longer delays in 
having their days in 
court. 

In one recent high- 
profile case in Airdrie, 
a judicial stay was 
ordered in a serious 
sexual assault case 
because of unreason¬ 
able delays. 

No one wants to see 
serious criminal pros¬ 
ecutions jeopardized 
because the courts are 
tied up dealing with 
speeders who could be 
dealt with just as well 
outside the court sys¬ 
tem. 

As such, the prov¬ 
ince should move 
forward with the pro¬ 
posed change to the 
way speeders are pros¬ 
ecuted.

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Multi-family garbage bins to be 
picked up by Can-Pak

Town council decided 
at its March 25 meeting 
to switch to Can-Pak 
Environmental for pickup 
of multi-family garbage 
bins effective July 1. 

The decision was made 
as part of a larger discus¬ 
sion council had regard¬ 
ing garbage, recyclable 
and compostable mate¬ 
rial pickup in town. The 
town awarded Can-Pak a 
three-year solid waste col¬ 
lection contract in April 
2013. At that time, the 
town initiated curbside 
recycling for every house¬ 
hold in the community. 

Council also decided 
at the March 25 meet¬ 
ing to have compostable 
material picked up in late 
January, reversing the 
current practice of not 
picking up composta¬ 
ble material between 


November and March. 

Coun. Garth Hollinger 
said since the Mountain 
View Regional Waste 
Management Commission 
already has a system in 
place for picking up multi¬ 
family garbage bins, he 
saw no reason to change. 

Christofer Atchison, 
the town's coordinator of 
legislative services, told 
councillors that many of 
the complaints the town 
received from residents 
regarding Can-Pak’s 
pickup of garbage were 
related to communication 
and mechanical break¬ 
downs from the company. 
Atchison said these Issues 
have been resolved. 

Coun. Joyce McCoy 
said she was ambivalent 
about changing the .08 
cubic metre bin size for 
recyclables because con¬ 
verting to a smaller bin 
would mean more of a 
chance that the contents 


could be blown out of the 
bin by wind, but at the 
same time a larger bin 
would mean there could 
be more opportunity to 
recycle more items. She 
said if the town could get 
a larger blue bin for the 
same cost, that would be 
worth doing. 

Administrators suggest¬ 
ed that in order to help 
minimize the chance that 
materials could be blown 
out by the wind, that 
huger and heavier items 
should be placed on top. 

Deputy Mayor Lavar 
Adams said most people 
living in his neighbour¬ 
hood are using the blue 
bin for recyclables, and 
that most people like the 
smaller bin because it’s 
easier to manoeuvre. 

McCoy also said that 
more people need to use 
the green bin to recycle 
compostable materials. 

“There’s lots that use it 


very well but there’s oth¬ 
ers that don’t use it,” she 
said. 

In an interview follow¬ 
ing the meeting, McCoy 
said analyzing the feed¬ 
back on the size of the 
blue bin for another year 
would be beneficial. 

She said some people 
only recycle during the 
summer months so in 
order to get an accurate 
assessment on whether 
the size of the bin is appro¬ 
priate, the status quo 
should remain in place 
for another year before 
analyzing whether or not 
the program Ls working as 
intended. 

“Let’s see if the towns¬ 
people are happy or 
unhappy with it and then 
make a decision. The cost 
of replacing those bins 
with a bigger blue bin 
with a lid on it would be 
huge for the town,” she 
said.

Didsbury RCMP assist in arrest
